Important Correspondence. 

We copy from the Washington Constitution of 
Thursday, Dec. 8, the following correspondence. 

It is prefaced by the following introduction by the 
editor of the Constitution .- 

Gov. Wise having, in his late message to the 
Legislature of Virginia, commented with some 
severity upon the letter addressed by the Presi- 
dent to him on the 28th ultimo, and having com 
municated both letters to the Legislature, we 
have obtained a copy of this correspondence, 
and now publish it for the information of the 
public: 

Richmond, V*., Nov. 25, 1859. 

Sir: I have information from various quarters, 
upon which I rely, that a conspiracy, of formi- 
dable extent in means and numbers, is formed in 
Ohio, Pennsvivania, New York, and other States, 
to rescue Jno Brown and his associates, prisoners 
at Charlestown, Virginia. The information is spe- 
cific enough to be reliable. It convinces me 
that an attempt will be made to rescue the pris- 
oners, and, if that fails, then to seize citizens of 
this State as hostages and victims in case of ex 
ecution. The execution will take place next 
Friday, as certainly as that Virginia can and will 
enforce her laws. I have been obliged to call out 
one thousuud men, who are now under arms, and, 
if necessary, shall call out the whole available 
force in this State, to carry into effect the sen- 
tence of our laws on the 2d and 16th proximo. 
Places in Maryland, Ohio, and Pennsylvania 
have been occupied as depots and rendezvous by 
these desperadoes, unobstructed by guards or 
otherwise, to iuvade this State, and we are kept 
in continual apprehension of outrages from fire 
and rapine on our borders. I apprise you of 
these facts in order that you may take steps to 
preserve peace between the States. I protest 
that my purpose is peaceful, and that I disclaim 
all threats when 1 say, with all the might of 
meaning, that if another invasion assails this 
State or its citizens, from any quarter, I will pur 
sue the invaders wherever they may go, into any 
territory, and punish them wherever armp can 
reach them. I shall send copies of this to the 
Governors of Maryland, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. 

With due respect and consideralion, yours, 
truly, HENRY A. WISE. 

To His Excellency, James Buchanan, 

President of the United States. 

Washington City, Nov. 28, 1859. 

Sir: I received, on yesterday, your favor of 
the 25th inst., stating that you have received in- 
formation from various quarters, on which you 
rely, “that a conspiracy, of formidable extent in 
means and numbers, is formed in Ohio, Penusyl 
vania, New York, and other States, to rescue 
John Brown and his associates, prisoners at 
Charlestown, Virginia ” The information, you 
believe, is “specific enough to be reliable,” and 
you are convinced “that an attempt will be made 
to rescue the prisoners, and, if that fails, then 
to seize citizens of this State (Virginia) as hos- 
tages and victims in case of execution.” 

You do not communicate the facts on which 
your convictions are founded, in the absence of 
which it would seem almost incredible that any 
portion of the people of the States mentioned 
should be guilty of the atrocious wickedness, as 
well as folly, of attempting to rescue convicted 
traitors and murderers, from the penalty due to 
their crimes under the outraged laws of Virginia. 
You express entire confidence, in which I hear 
tily participate, that the noble Old Common 
wepltb is abundantly able and willing to carry 
her own laws into execution. Had this been oth- 
erwise, and had you, as the Governor of Vir- 
ginia (the Legislature not now being in session,) 
made application to me for the aid which the 
Constitution and laws of the United States would 
enable me to afiord, this should have been cheer- 
fully and cordially granted. Still, there is one 
measure which, on the presumption that your in- 
formation is well founded, it is both my right 
and my duty to adopt — that is, to reinforce the 
guard already stationed at Harper’s Ferry. This 
may become necessary, not only to protect the 
public property clearly within federal jurisdiction, 
but to preveut the insurgents from seizing the 
arms in the arsenal at that place and using them 
against the troops of Virginia. Besides, it is 
possible the additional troops may be required to 
act as a posse comilatus, on the requisition of the 
Marshal of the United States for the western 
districtof Virginia, to prevent the rescue of Ste- 
vens, now in his custody, charged with the crime 
of high treason. I have, therefore, as a precau 
tionary measure, directed the Secretary of War 
to order two companies of artillery to proceed 
immediately from Fortress Monroe to Harper’s 
Ferry. 

You also inform me that “places in Maryland, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania have been occupied as 
depots and rendezvous by these desperadoes, un- 
obstructed bv guards or otherwise, to invade” 
Virginia, and you apprise me of these facts in 
order that I “may take steps to preserve peace be 
tween the States.” I am at a loss to discover any 
provision in the Constitution or laws of the Uni- 
ted States which would authorize me to “take 
steps” for this purpose. It is, doubtless, the im 
perative duty of the respective State governments 
to break up such depots, and to prevent their cit- 
izens from making incursions into Virginia to 
disturb its peace or prevent the execution of its 
laws. If the Federal Executive, however, were 
to enter those States and perform this duty for 
them, it would be a manifest usurpation of their 
rights. Were I thus to act, it would be a palpa- 
ble invasion of State sovereignty, and as a pre- 
cedent, might prove highly dangerous. My au- 
thority for calling out the militia or employing 
the army and navy, is derived exclusively from 
the acts of Congress of the 28th of February, 
1795, and the 3d March, 1607, which clearly do 
not embrace such a case as is now presented. It 
will not be pretended that such incursions from 
one State into another would be an invasion of 
the United States “from any foreign nation or 
Indian tribe,” under the act of February, 1798, 
rendering it lawful for the President to employ 
the Federal forces “to repel such invasion.” 

In conclusion, I beg to express the hope that 
whether the information you have received be 
founded in truth or not, the energetic measures 
already adopted under your direction will prove 
sufficient for any emergency that may occur.

TheBoardof Education of Kentucky respect 
fully present to your consideration the following 
rules to be observed in making out your next 
report to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, of the condition of the Common Schools in 
your county. 

The form of returns heretofore prescribed by 
the Board for the use of the County Commis- 
sioners, is, in every respect, to be complied with. 
It is earnestly hoped that these returns will be 
made by mail to the Superintendent, at Frank-! 
fort, Ky , on or before the 15th ol January next. 
Very great inconvenience, as well as a necessity 
for relief in many instances by special legisla- 
tion for “Common Schools not regularly report 
ed,” will be obviated by a timely observance of 
the above regulation. 

Blank forms for two years, for the use of Trus- 
tees of District Schools, and blank forms for two 
years, for the use of County Commissioners, 
were furnished during last year (1858) to the 
Clerks of the County Courts. It is probable 
that several of the Trustees and Commissioners, 
who now report that they are without such forms, 
may obtain the same by applying for them at 
the County Clerk’s offices of their respective 
counties. If not, the County Commissioners are 
desired to make application forthwith to the Su- 
perintendent, who will furnish them with such 
blanks for School Trustees and County Commis 
sioners as may be required 

It is important that those of the Commission 
ers who have not yet reported their annual set 
tlements with the County Judges, should fur- 
nish the same to the Superintendent in due sea- 
son. 

It is requested that each Commissioner’s re- 
port shall hereafter contain the name, profession, 
and post office address of the Commissioner. 

Desirous of knowing, as far as possible, the 
entire amount of moneys contributed by citi- 
zens of our State in aid of the Common School 
Fund, the Board request you to furnish, accom 
panying your next report to the Superintendent, 
a statement of the amount of moneys, exclusive 
of the appropriations made by law, contributed 
in your county, during the present year, for the 
payment of salaries of teachers of the District 
Schools, aud for the erection of school-houses. 
Iu many, perhaps all, of the counties of Ken 
tucky, large sums, in addition to the allowances 
from the School Fund, are annually raised by 
subscription, for the employment of Common 
School teachers and the erection of school- 
houses. It is not expected that the Commission- 
ers should specially report the sums raised by 
subscription ill every school district; but brief 
statements, accompanying their regular returns, 
of the amounts thus contributed in their respec- 
tive counties, (we believe they can be made with- 
out much trouble and with reasonable accuracy,) 
w ould furnish most important information touch- 
ing the interests of the Common School System 
in Keutucky, so far as they have been promoted 
by State aid and voluntary subscriptions. 

The office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction has been established in the city of 
Frankfort; and all correspondence with that offi- 
cer, or with the Board of Education, will be di- 
rected to this city.

An Asylum for Idiots. 

1 hat part of the Governor’s Message 
which recommends the establishment of a 
school for the education of idiots and fee- 
ble-minded children meets with the un- 
qualified approbation of all parties, and 
does credit to the Governor’s heart. In 
view of the fact that there are now in 
Kentucky more than 800 of these unfor- 
tunate persons, 500 of whom are support- 
ed by the State, at a cost of about $30,000 
per annum, the policy of a school for the 
purpose of fitting them to earn their own 
livelihoods, and, more than all, to open 
their minds to the influences of reli- 
gion and reason, and thus prepare them 
to enjoy ths blessings of life, must be evi- 
dent to every one. The practicability of 
such a scheme has already been tested, 
and resulted in unlooked-for success. Of 
course they can never be brought to a 
high standard of intellectual strength, but 
few of them are so entirely destitute of 
sense as not to be suseeptible of great im- 
provement by cultivation and care. Their 
facilities are yet dormant, but much has 
and can be done to develope them and 
render them comparatively useful mem- 
bers of the body politic. We distinctly 
recollect the exhibition of educated imbe- 
ciles before the last Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, and it affords us great pleasure to 
testify to the eminent success which had 
attended the humane efforts of the gentle- 
man who had them in charge. All other 
classes of our unfortunates have had Asy- 
lums furnished for them by the State; theu 
why not for the imbeciles too? 

In this connection we would remark 
that it is a matter to be regretted that the 
State institutions have not been located at 
the Capitol, under the immediate supervis- 
ion of the State authorities, and direct- 
ly under the eye of the Legislature. As 
matters are, the Legislature is obliged to 
appoint a commissioner to go to different 
portions of the State, who return with im- 
perfect reports. How much more under- 
standing^ could they legislate, if the 
Lunatic, Blind, and Deaf Mute Asylums 
being in Frankfort, so that each member 
of the Legislature could visit them in per- 
son, and judge for himself of their necessi- 
ties and management. We trust that the 
General Assembly will reflect upon this 
point if they conclude to establish the 
much needed asylum for idiots. 

JE3T On yesterday morning the Gener- 
al Assembly proceeded to elect a United 
States Senator to succeed Hon. J. J. Crit- 
tenden, whose term of office will expire 
the 4th of March, 1861. Both parties had 
selected their candidates in caucus, the 
Democratic members determining to unite 
on Vice President Breckinridge, and the 
Opposition choosing Hon. J. F. Bell, their 
standard bearer in the recent Gubernato- 
rial contest. Mr. Breckinridge was, of 
course, elected on the first ballot, by a 
strict partv vote. The Guthrie men had 
boasted and ranted for some months past, 
and some of them wrote a letter to Mr. 
Breckinridge inquiring his views upon the 
subject of protection to slave property in the 
Territories. This, they said, was a trap 
which he could not avoid, and they fondly 
hoped that they would be enabled to defeat 
him by such means. But as soon as he was 
nominated by caucus, they determined to 
vote for him without awaiting his answer, 
which there is no sort of probability of their 
over getting; and we are incredulous 
enough to believe that his answer would 
not have affected their votes, whatever it 
might have been. 



The luck of Mr. Breckinridge, the new- 
ly elected Senator, is the general theme 
of conversation. To it, and his good 
manners, are ascribed, with some justice, 
his extraordinary success. Albeit far 
from a great man or a remarkable orator. 
Mr. Breckinridge is one of the shrewdest 
managers of his age in the country. He 
is not a great statesman, but he is sharp, a 
quality which he exhibits by holding his 
peace whenever a question arises in his 
party calculated to divide it. Certainly he 
is the most cautious man of his years to 
be found anywhere. 

That Hon. Joshua F. Bell is one of the 
first men intellectually in the State, few 
who have known him at the bar, or who 
heard him upon the stump during his late 
brilliant canvass, will deny. As a popu- 
lar orator he has few equals and no supe- 
rior in Kentucky ; an accomplished lawyer, 
aud an agreeable gentleman in private 
life, let us hope that the time is not far dis- 
tant, when the corifidence of the party 
whose cause he so gallantly advocated, 
will be testified in a manner of more prac- 
tical value than the barren compliment 
they paid him. 

Of Hon. J. J. Crittenden our opinions 
are already well known, and a simple ref- 
erence to his long public services, distin- 
guished for conservatism, integrity, and 
fidelity to his State and country, is the 
highest tribute we can pay him. A lib- 
eral statesman, an eloquent orator, a pure 
patriot, unfortunately there are few like 
him left in the country. He is the 
last of that glorious band of noble spirits 
who gave the whole weight of their splen- 
did powers to the good of their country, 
and who scorned to devote the intellect 
God had given them to the work of in- 
flaming sectional prejudices, and to en- 
gendering jealousies among a people 
whose first and greatest interest it is to 
remain united. He will retire from office 
with the respect of good men of all par- 
ties. It will be many a long year ere the 
people of Kentucky cease to regard his 
name with reverence, or to hold his ser- 
vices in promoting harmony and good 
will in affectionate remembrance. 

iC-iY The following private dispatch 
was telegraphed to this city by Vice Pres- 
ident Breckinridge, upon the receipt of 
the intelligence that the Democratic caucus 
had declared in his favor for the United 
States Senatorship: 

Washington, Dec. 10, 1869. 

Messrs. Ben. M. Hitt, R. R. Revill, 
and W. N. Robb — 

I have just received your dispatch 
with feelings of gratitude to the Democra- 
cy of the Legislature. I have no words to 
express. 

JOHN C. BRECKINRIDGE. 

But what about those questions pro- 
pounded to Mr. Breckinridge by a num- 
ber of the members of the Kentucky Leg- 
islature? We are apprehensive that 
he will “have no words to express’’ his 
opinions upon the subject of protection to 
slave property in the territories, though 
the embarrassment will not altogether 
proceed from “feelings of gratitude.” — 
He won’t give a direct answer to those 
questions.

Does 
not the endorsement of a Democratic cau- 
cus obliterate from the memory the vilest 
sins of the past?

Decisions of the Court of Appeals. 

Commonwealth 1 

vs. > (lallatin Circuit. 

Broce. ) 

Judge Stites delivered the opinion of 
the Court. 

If it were legally essential to a convic- 
tion under the act of ’55-’ 56, for a viola- 
tion of which this prosecution was had, to 
describe with precision, and prove the 
character of holding of the person con- 
trolling the premises upon which the gam- 
ing occurred, then no doubt could be en- 
tertained as to -the propriety of the in- 
struction given by the Circuit Court, of 
which the appellant complained; but it 
seems to us that it is not thus essential or 
necessary. 

The gist of the offense is the gaming 
upon premises without permission of the 
person having control or dominion over 
them — whether as the absolute owner, 
lessee, tenant, or otherwise; and an alle- 
gation that such person is owner, occupant, 
and controller, does not necessarily re- 
quire evidence showing title in him. All 
that is necessary upon this point is to 
prove that he had dominion or control 
over the premises, whether in one or the 
other capacity. When this is done, the 
defendant, who has been guilty of gaming, 
may excuse himself from the penalty of 
the act, by showing permission from the 
person thus controlling the premises, but 
not otherwise. 

It seems to us, therefore, that the 
Court below erred in instructing the jury, 
that they must believe that Smith was 
the owner of the premises, before they 
could convict. 

Wherefore, the judgment is reversed, 
and cause remanded for a new trial and 
further proceedings.

vs > Barren Circuit. 

Macpin. ) 

Chief Justice Simoson delivered the 
opinion of the Court: 

As under the constitution and laws of 
the United States, there was not, and 
could not, have been an election for the 
office of President and Vice President of 
the United States on the 4th day of No- 
vember, 1856, the indictment in this case, 
which charges the defendant with betting 
on the result of that election is manifestly 
insufficient, inasmuch as the offense charg- 
ed could not have been committed. The 
indictment is therefore defective in failing 
to state facts which constitute a public of- 
fense, and the demurrer thereto was prop- 
erly sustained. 

Wherefore the judgment is affirmed; 



Gov. Chase’s I.elter to Gov. Wise. 
We print below the letter sent to Gov. Wise 
by Gov. Chase, and alluded to in yesterduy’s tel- 
egraphic dispatches: 

.Statk of Ohio, Executive Department, > 
Columbus, December 1, 1859. ( 

Sir: Your letter of the 23d ult., postmarked 
26th, together with a copy of one of the same 
date, addressed by you to the President, were re- 
ceived yesterday. No intelligence other than 
that contained in these letters has reached ine, 
of auv such preparations as are described in 
them, and the letters themselves convey no such 
information, in respect to place or persons, as is 
necessary to enable the authorities of the State, 
iu the absence of other intelligence, to interpose 
with any certainty or effect. Whenever it shall 
be made to appear, either by evidence transmit 
ted by you, or otherwise, that unlawful eombiua 
tions are being formed by auy persons, or at any 
place in Ohio, for the invasion of Virginia, or 
for the commission of Crimea against her people, 
it will. undoubtedly, become the duty of the Ex- 
ecutive to use whatever power he may possess 
to break up such combinations, and defeat their 
unlawful purpose; aud that duly, it need not be 
doubted, will be promptly performed. 

1 observe with deep regret an intimation in 
your letter that necessity may compel the author- 
ities of Virginia to pursue the invaders of her 
jurisdiction into the territories of adjoining Stales. 
It is to be hoped that no circumstances will arise 
creating, in their opinion, such a necessity. Laws 
of the United States, as well as the laws of Ohio, 
indicate the mode in which persons charged with 
crime in auolher State and escaping into Ohio, 
may be demanded and must be surrendered; and 
the people of this State will require from her 
authorities the punctual fulfillment of every ob- 
ligation to other members of the Union. They 
cannot consent, however, to the invasion of her 
territory by armed bodies from other States, even 
for the purpose of pursuing and arresting fugi- 
tives fromjustice.

Lynch Law in Savannah, Georoia. — The fol 
lowing account of the recent tar and cotton ap- 
plication to the body of a Massachusetts man 
iu Savannah is given by the Republican, as fol- 
lows: 

Sewall II. Fisk, a dealer in boots and shoes, on 
Market square, of several years’ standing, has 
been the object of suspicion for some time in 
consequence of his knowu abolition proclivities, 
which lie has taken, as we are informed, some 
trouble to make known to our slave population. 
His latest acts are enticing negroes into his cel- 
lar at nigbtand reading them all sorts of abolition 
documents, and lust Sunday night was devoted 
especially to the history of the trial of John 
Brown, and a general exhortation upon the insti- 
tution of slavery and the advantages of freedom. 
These facts, as we hear, were sworn to before a 
Justice of the Peace by his nephew and his clerk, 
and, coming to the ears of some parties who 
have constituted themselves a quasi vigilance 
committee, Mr. Fisk’s store, over or in which he 
sleeps, was visited, and he was called out and 
gagged before he could make either noise or re- 
sistance. He was then placed in a carriage and 
driven a short distance Irom the city, and the 
application as above made to his nude person- He 
was theu left to find his way back as best he 
could. His first appearance in the limits was 
near the hospital, where he came iu sight of a 
watchman, who was so alarmed at the sight that 
he gave a spasmodic jerk at his rattle and took 
to his heels, not willing to face so dreadful an 
apparition. A reinforcement, however, was brave 
enough to approach him, when he was conducted 
home, the most pitiable object it is possible to 
imagine. Not a spot of his skin was visible and 
his hair wa3 trimmed close to his bead.
